Cheese goes fas 
‘needy, not gree

“It was over in a flash,” said Rueben

“The longest it took was 55 minutes,””

A bit upset in the wake of the project 
— intended to give surplus cheese to 
needy families — were those who lined- 
up at EOC-designated sites, as well as 
the county EOC director. 

Pleased with a smooth operation 
were jocal agencies working through 
the Catholic Charities’ network, which 
had matched the amount of the cheese 
deliveries at public housing centers to 
the number of families living there.

Granite City Police Chief 
Ronald J, Veizer was the 
featured speaker at last 
week's meeting of the South 
High School Chapter of 
Future.” Secretaries, 
Association.

‘went into other details of how 
females should protect 
themselves when they are 
walking, driving, or at home.

be a relative, neighbor, 
boyfriend, best- friend, 
almost ‘any acquaintance, 
and females should never get 
the mistaken notion that they 
are not potential victims. 
Many times the rape’ is 
planned, the rapist knows his 
victim’s daily schedule, 
where she goes, and when 
she is home alone. He urged 
the girls not to hesitate to use 
their natural weapons of 
fingers, fingernails, feet, 
elbows, teeth, and he 
reminded them ‘don’t be 
afraid to use them, and don’t 
be afraid to hurt the person 
who is. attempting to hurt 
you.”” 

Other reminders included 
such points as, keeping the 
draperies closed, never 
answering the door when you 
are home alone ‘until you 
know for sure who is outside, 
never tell anyone on: the 
phone who claims to have a 
wrong number what~ your 
name or telephoné number 
is, and most important of all 
memorizing the emergency 
number of the . Police 
Department: 877-6111. 

Chief Veizer stated there 
are five lines on that 
emergency number, and 
they are manned 24 hours a 
day. Any time anyone hasan 
emergency of any kind, that 
is the only number they have 
to remember. The police 
department will follow up 
with the necessary action as 
soon as they receive a call on 
that number. 

In speaking of possible 
rapists, he mentioned in 
general such cases as 
relatives who molest or 
attempt to rape a young 
female in ‘the family, and 
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warn her not to tell anyone. 
He again urged the audience 
to speak up if anything like 


that ever happened ‘to them. doctor 


They might be saving a good 
friend, a younger sister, or 
another. relative from the 
same fate. 1 

Obscene phone’ calls could 
be handled in several ways, 
among them |were the 
following: hang |up just as 
soon as someone. starts 
talking obscdnely, or 
breathes heavily into the 
phone. What the caller is 
looking for is someone who 
will listen, or who will talk 
back to them.| They will 
continue to call] the phone 
numbers where they receive 
a response, ‘as that is what 
they are looking for.

If a man is following in a 
car while the girl is walking 
alone, the best thing. to do 
would be turn around and 
rapidly start going the op- 
posite direction.

He cautioned the audience 
that the first thing anyone 
should remember to do if 
they have been raped is to 
call the police or go im- 
mediately to the police 
station; ‘don’t | change 
clothes; don’t clean ‘up. All 
the evidence is needed that 
might be carried on or about 
the individual who has been

A \report by the Illinois 
Community College Board 
indicates state community 
colleges’ such as Belleville 
Area College provide help in 
removing students from 
public assistance rolls. 

The report says 503 
students were removed from 
Illinois public assistance 
rolls after enrolling in 
community college 
programs supported by 
fiscal year 1981 grants for 
disadvantaged students. 

Since each _ public 
assistance grant per 
recipient and dependent 
averages $4,958 a year, this 
Fesults in a saving of $2.5 
million to Illinois taxpayers, 
it was found. 

Other results of programs 
supported by disadvantaged 
students grants were: 1,577 
unemployed participants. 
obtained a job; 667 changed 
jobs or were upgraded to a 
better job; 23,949 completed 
an adult basic education 
program. 

Another 4,588 completed a 
General Education 
Development program; and 
1,795 enrolled in other 
education or training 
courses’ after completing 
adult basic education of GED 
programs. 

The $5.1. million state-

Essentially, 
—Support: 


must furnish at Jeast half of 
all the financial support the 
dependent got during 1981.

then one person contributes 
to a dependents support. 

For: instance,. if several 
children contribute toward 
supporting a parent, - they 
can agree to let one of therh 
claim the entire amount af 
support during the year in 
question. 

—Relationship: The 
dependent must be related 
by blood or marriage. This 
includes children, step- 
children or grandchildren; 
brothers. or | sisters, half- 
brothers or half-sisters and 
stepbrothers ior stepsisters; 
parents, stepparents, 
grandparents. or  great- 
grandparents; nieces and 


,| nephews; aunts and uncles; 


sons-in-law, daughterstin- 
law, fathers-in-law, mothers- 
in-law, brothers-in-law or 
sisters-in-law. 

None of these relationships 
created. by marriage ends 
with divorce or death of a 
spouse. 

—Income:| Generally, 
someone claimed as a 
dependent cannot earn more 
than $1,000 during a tax year, 
but there are exceptions. A 
child younger than 19 years 
old and a full-time student 
can earn more than the 
$1,000 limit without, en- 
dangering status as a 
dependent. ‘Scholarships 
usually don’t count toward 
total income. 

—Citizenship oor 
residency: A dependent 
must be a U.S, citizen or a 
resident of the United States, 
Canada or Mexico at some 
time during the tax year.

the Republican nomination 
for state treasurer is a 
matter of the old versus 
the new. 

Dailey, a Peoria attor- 
ney and businessman and 
close associate of Gov. 
James R. Thompson, re- 
cently turned 40, and natu- 
rally identifies himself as 
the “new” candidate. His 
opponent, former House 
Speaker Robert Blair, 51, 
of Crete naturally is given 
the “old” designation. 


“Bob’s a swell fellow,” 


Dailey said in an interview. 
“J just think it’s a different 
era. He’s only 10 or 12 
years older than I am, but 
it's a different generation. 
|. 1 think the issue that peo- 
ple have is the chance to 
vote for someone who's 
going to be around in years 
to come — not a thank you 
for past favors. Bob runs 
his campaign based on past 
favors.” 

The treasurer's race, 
which up to now has been 
overshadowed by. the 
three-way fight for lieuten- 
ant| governor, could devel- 
op into a knock-down-drag- 
out affair by election day 
March 16. -Dailey is. deft 
with the political | needle 

~and Blair proved during his 
days as speaker that he 
could play rough on occa- 
sion. 

One of the interesting as- 
pects of the Dailey-Blair 
fight is the role or non-role 


being played by the gover- 
nor himself. Blair: and 
Thompson haye had their 


differences, and four years | 


ago Thompson strongly 
backed John Castle- who 
narrowly defeated Blair 
for the nomination for 
comptroller. Thompson has 
adopted a neutral'stance in 
the treasurer's: race and 
Blair contends this strong- 
ly boosts his chances- of 
winning. 

Dailey disputes this and 
contends that Thompson’s 
staying out of the race may 
well enhance Dailey’s own 
chances of winning, Dailey 
was a‘ major | fund-raiser 
for Thompson in past cam- 
paigns but denies any dis- 
appointment that the. gov- 
ernor has not publicly en- 
dorsed him as he has House 
Speaker George Ryan. in 
the Lieutenant governor's 
race. 

Dailey says ‘Thompson 
first asked him aboutgre- 
ports he would run for 
treasurer-.at a political 
rally at Peoria the day be- 
fore the 1980 election with 
all big name Republicans 
present including Ronald 
Reagan, George Bush and 
former President Gerald 
Ford. 

“I said yeah,” Dailey re- 
calls. “And I said do you 
have any problems? And he 
said ‘absolutely not, I think 
it’s great.” 

The matter next sur- 
faced last February: “I had 
a Tong talk with the gover- 
nor about it and said: Look, 
I've been closely associat- 
ed with you. I’m your 


friend, I have been for 
years. If my candidacy 
would cause you any prob- 
lem or embarrassment or 
if you have any other plans, 
you want to do something 
— Bob at this time’ was 
looking at the idea of treas- 
urer or attorney general or 
secretary — and I said if it 
causes you a |probiem, if 
you need maneuverability. 
And he} said ‘absolutely 
not.’ He said ’go.’ 

“I sald fine. My view 
then and it’s been ever 
since — the governor and I 
talk periodically about it 
+ is the best thing I can do 
is run independent — and I 
am. It’s best for him 
Thompson doesn’t need to 
be naming the whole tick- 
et, and personally I think 
it’s better that every candi- 
date stand on his own.” 

Dailey challenges Blair’s 
contention that Thomp- 
son's backing of Castle cost 
Blair’ the 1978 comptrol- 
ler’s nomination. Actually, 
Dailey contends, Blair ex- 
ploited some grass roots 
Republican unhappliness 
with the then-new Thomp- 
son administration to boost 
his own campaign. 

“The only issue in partic- 
ular Bob Blair had in 1978 
was anti-Thompson. He ran 
hard-core anti-Thompson, 

ssism and Thompson’s 
backing Castle and all 
that.” 

Blair carried 66 of Illi- 
nois; -102 counties in 1978 
and currently claims regu- 
lar party support in more 
than 70 counties, plus sub- 
stantial congressional and 
legislative support. 

“Bob hs been making a 
great-to-do about waht he 
says is a great list of en- 
dorsements,” Dailey says. 
“But he won't show them to 
anybody. He says he has 73 
county chairmen, but the 
fact is it’s simply not true. 
He has nine names after 
saying he has. 73. We're 
going to have a list of 45 
chairmene who have said 
they’ ‘aren't for Bob, are 
firmly for me or haven't 
take a position.” 

Dailey concedes that 
Blair has the endorsement 
bf strongly Republican 
Lake County, but says this 
is counterbalanced by his 
bwn endorsement by equal- 
ly or. stronger Republican 
DuPage County. 

“All nine townships in 
DuPage County voted sep- 
arately and all nine en- 
dorsed me. Of course I 
grew up in DuPage County. 

Dailey says he has the 
strong support of Congress- 
men John Erlenborn of 
Wheaton and Henry Hyde 
of Oak Park. Legisltors he 
lists in his ¢ampaign in- 
clude Penny Pullen of 
Park Ridge, Timothy John- 
son of Urbana and Judy 
Barr Topinka of Berwyn. 
Former Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie, whom Dailey 
served as an administra- 
tive assistant, is his cam- 
paign finance chairman. 

“We've got almost all 
first and second term legis- 
lators who have built up

Madison School Board 
responds to Garrett

The Madison Board of 
Education took a 20-minute 
recess Thursday @véning as 
Board Member. Don Garrett 
repeatedly interrupted a 
statement Board President 
Sam Dymas was trying to 
read to'the board concerning 
a “Letter: to the Editor’ 
published in the Granite City: 
Press-Record last week, 
which was written by 
Garrett. 

The letter concerned 
Garrett’s yelling and being 
ruled out of order at the last 
Madison Board of Education 
meeting when he accused the 
school administration of 
being incompetent and: not 
keeping proper minutes of 
meetings, along with 
questions regarding the 
condition of the new Middle 
School’s roof. 

After the recess, President 
Dymas continued with. his 
prepared statement to |the 
board and Garrett and the 
president “ then gave 
everyone in the room a copy, 
along with to several 
statements in writing from 
Henry Gabriel, the school 
architect, Eldon Rhodes, 
maintenance’ superinten- 
dent, the Illinois Capitol 
Development Board (CDB- 
Springfield) ; Biebel 
Brothers Roofing Co., and 
copies 4. of numerous 
newspaper articles'in regard 
to the new Middle School 
roofing problems: 

Garrett refussed a copy of 
the statement when offered 
to him by Dymas. 

After the meeting, Garrett 
was asked if fe| cared to 
comment. on the’ Dymas 
statement. Garrett 
responded, ‘Everything I 
say, (in the Forum letter) 
stands. My statements were 
made iri a public meeting 
(the preyjous _ beard 
meeting) and should be 
reflected in the board 
minutes.’” 

Dymas noted after ‘the 
meeting, ‘I think if Mr. 
Garrett’ would’ attend the 
meetings and be on time, ina 
regular manner, he would be 
more aware of what is going 
on. ..We have numerous. 
discussions on all phases of 


and a call came into the city 
garage at approximately 4 to 
4:30 ja.m. Dick Niehaus 
answered and related the 
message that the streets 
were in good shape. Niehaus 
then told me it was Palcheff 
checking on the condition of 
the roads. 

“Garret states that the 

liddle School will need a 
new roof eventually — True. 
The district has a five-year 
guarantee on the roof (three 
years remaining).

“The $120,000 ‘roof which 
was discussed was a Carlyle 
Roof, it we went td the old 
conventional roof, it would 
be considerably less money. 
I called and talked to Henry 
Gabriel, the district ar- 
chitect, and he assured me 
that’ the cost of a con- 
ventional roof would » ap- 
proximately be between 
$50,000) and $60,000. 

“Garret also stated that 
the roof should have lasted a 
good 20 to 30 years. In a 
recent conversation with 
Gabriel, I questioned him 
about the existing roof of the 
Middle School. He answered 
me with a written reply. 

“I also talked to Eldon 
Rhoads, the  district’s 
maintenance supervisor. He 
stated that Garrett 
misquoted his statements 
concerning the roof of the 
Middle School.’ Rhoads 
stated, that, in his opinion, it 
was because of ice in the 
building at that time and the 
laborers trying to melt the 
icé caused the moisture to 
rise and seep into the in- 
sulation of the roof. 2 

“Rhoads informed the 
cohstruction observer hired 
by M&W (Architects and 
Engineers) on the job that he 
did*not approve when the 


the school programs in our‘ roof was being applied. 


meetings which are open to 
the fublic,”-Dymas said, 

Garrett. was late to the 
meeting Thursday. 

‘The Dymas statement to 
the board is; as follows; ; 

“In a recent letter to the 
editor in the Granite City 
Press-Record, I read what 
‘was once again'a comedy of 
errors.| True, to have a 
spirited board meeting is 
good, but to write a Letter to 
the Editor every time one 
gets a'little upset or doesn’t 
get his way (meaning Don 
Garrett) is obnoxious and 
immature, especially when 
almost the whole leiter is a 
fallacy, once _ again. 
Everyone has aright to say 
what he or she believes, but 
to start a yelling mateh does 
not justify any statements or 
decisions. A good discussion 
can bring desired- results,”” 
Dymas said. 

“Mr. Garrett stated in,his 
recent letter - that 
Superintendent John 
Paicheff has .made com- 
/pulsive bad decisions. 

“True, we had school of 
Feb. 3, but so did nine other 
districts in Madison County. 
-Only five districts did’ not 
have clastes'.that day — 
Alton, Triad, Highland, 
Edwardsville and Collin- 
sville. Of these five districts, 
four have outlying rural 
roads and one hasa great 
amount of hills. 

“T was working with the

Rhoads then’ informed 
Paleheff, who in turn called 
the architect to‘complain to 
him about the application of

“T have copies of 
statements and letters 
concerning the faulty roofing 
at the Middle School. Garrett 
stated that Superintendent 
Palcheff hastened the 
opening] of the new Middle 
School and declared Dunbar 
and the Junior, High 
buildings to be vacated and 
put up for sale. 'The 
projection date for opening 
the Middle School was Sept. 
1, 1979. This was the target 
date agreed upon by the 
general contractor-architect 
and the Capital Development 
Board. | 

“On May 3, 1979, the board 
discussed -the disposition of 
Dunbar and the Juniot High 
School to be handled at a 
special meeting. On May 17, 
1979, on a motion may: be 
Elvers Johnson, seconded by 
Mrs; Billie Bosworth, a 
resolution. was made to 
dispose of both Dunbar and 
the Junior High. Mr. Garrett 
voted ‘aye.’ 

“On July 27, 1979, there 
was public auction — 9:30 
a.m. at’Dunbar and 10:30 
a.m. at the junior high. 
There were bids on both 
schools. 

“On July 30, 1979, the 
Board met and discussed the 
sale of Dunbar and the junior 
high.

Thompson, Stevenson. - 
. . duel with’ statistics 


By KEN WATSON 


SPRINGFIELD. — That 
already red-hot Illinois 
governor’s race could in 
the end be’decided as much 
by statistics as by speech- 
es. 

Republican incumbent 
James Thompson and 
Democratic challenger 
Adlai Stevenson have been 
throwing the economic fig- 
ures around like dice in a 
crap game. Both are gam- 
bling politically on the roll 

Rapidly shaping up: as 
the dominant issue of the 
campaign is the state. of 
Illinois’. economic health. 
Has it been sliding down- 
hill faster than Big Jim on 
the Giant Slide at the State 
Fair as Adlai charges? Or 
has it been holding better 
than that of other Midwest- 
ern states in a time of re- 
cession and laying the 
groundwork for a new 
surge into . prosperity as 
Thompson contends? 

How the voters decide 
may well determine the 
next governor of Illinois 
Meanwhile, the two candi- 
dates are grabbing at 
every ‘economic statistics 
report that comes off the 
printing press to strength- 
en their case. With the eco- 
nomic forecasting and in- 
tepretation business as big 
as it is today,. each has 
plenty of ammunition 

Thompson jumped on a 
report by his own state De- 
partment of Commerce 
and. Community Affairs 
which showed that for the 
first time since October of 
1979 the Illinois unemploy- 
ment rate fell below the U. 
S. rate. The comparable 
figures wer e 8.4 percent 
and 8.9: percent 

Thompson haled the: de- 
velopment with all the en- 
thusiasm of a Republican 
candidate receiving the 
first returns from DuPage 
County. “This is good news 
for Illinois and suggests 
that the .state’s unemploy- 
ment rate may be stabiliz- 
ing|in relation to the na- 
tional picture. Far too 
many. dllinoisans are still 
out|/of work, but this data 
may indicate that Mlinois 
will no longer suffer from 
unemployment in excess of 
the national level.” 

There was no immiediate 
comment from Stevenson, 
who has been hitting hard 


+ on Illinois’ high unemploy- , 


mient. rate. Several weeks 
ago he charged that 
Thompson has “presided 
over an economic decline 
that! is unprecedented for 
Illinois and unmatched in 
any other state.” 

One of the biggest points 
of debate between the 
Thompson and Stevenson 
campaign camps is..what 
might be termed the “‘theo- 
ry of rélativity.” It has 
nothing to do with Albert 
Einstein but rather as to 
whether Illinois is doing as 
well as it should in com- 
parison with similar states 
in 4 time of economic 
adversity. 

The latest statistics from 
the U. S. labor Department 
suggests that Illinois may 
not only be holding its own 
but may be’gdining a little 
In December Illinois’ posi- 
tion went from fourth to 
fifth worst, in unemploy- 
ment among the nation’s 10 
largest states. These in- 
cluded two Midwestern 
states with which the 
Thompson people like to 
make comparisons. 

In Michigan the junem- 
ployment rate — the na- 
tion's highest — was 15.1 
percent and in Ohio it was 
12.4 percent. Also ahead of 
Illinois in the percentage of 
people out of work were 
Pennslyvania with 9.8 per- 
cent and California with 8.9 
percent. Previously Illinois 
had been worse off than 
Pennsylvania and back in 
April it had ranked second 
behind Michigan. 

How Illinois fares unem- 
ployment-wise between 
now and election day will 
probably ‘affect the voting. 
If the-Reagan administra- 
tion’s game plan succeeds 
and a business recovery 
with rising employment re- 
sults, Thompson will no 
doubt benefit. If it doesn’t, 
Stevenson will probably 
benéfit. 

But elsewhere on the 
economic and state well- 
being front Thompson suf- 
fered what could be 
termed at least a mild set- 
back while Stevenson 
seemed to gain. Thi s was 
the, release of avreport by 
the |.Bureau’ of Economic 
and: Business Research of 
the College of Commerce 
and the College of Com, 


merce and Business Ad- 
ministration at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, Champaign- 
Urbana. It tended to 
support some of the Ste- 
venson claims. 


The “Illinois Economic 
Outlook 1982” in its State of 
the State section found that » 
Illinois is lagging in eco- 
nomic growth not only in 
relation to the Sun Belt, 
states but ‘also in relation 
to its Midwestern neigh- 
bors. 


It stated in part: Like 
other states in the North 
and Northeast, the econo- 
my of Illinois declined rel- 
ative to the states in the 
South and West. While the 
table above shows Illinois 
to be among the largest 
and wealthiest states, it 
also shows that it ranked 
very low in growth during 


the 1970s. (Thompsan be~ 
came governor in’ 1977.) 

“Much of this decline re- 
flects continuation of the 
mushrooming growth in 
the Sun Belt. People-have 
been moving from fhe rug- 
ged climate of the North to 
the sunnier climate of the 
South. The ‘process began 
after World War/ II and 
continued through the 
1970s. More troublesome is 
Illinois’ poor showing in re- 
cent years relative to other 
Great Lakes states. Illinois 
poersonal income grew 9.9 
percent between 1975 and 
1980, compared with a 10.7 
percent growth rate regis- 
tered by four remaining 
Great Lake states — Indi- 
ana, Michigan, Ohio and 
Wisconsin.” 

More about this will 
doubtless be heard in. the 
months ahead. 


PRISON RESEARCHER SAYS 
Get tough policy 
adds overcrowding

SPRINGFIELD 
Building more prisons is 
not the only, way to elimi- 
nate overcrowding in the 
state’s penal institutions, 
an official with the Nation- 
al Council on Crime and 
Delinquency told a legisla- 
tive panel earlier this 
month. 

James Austin said re- 
search conducted by his 
non-profit crime study 
group shows that legisla- 
tors who continue to push 
for longer sentences as a 
move to “get tough on 
crime” — in addition to an 
increasing crime rate 
cause the overcrowding. 

Before Illinois decides to 
build new prisons it should 
determine the cost of cur- 
rent and proposed legisla- 
tion dealing with the length 
of prison sentences to see if 
the state can afford to. pur- 
sue a policy of promoting 
longer sentences, he said. 
If the state cannot afford. 
to house ‘the prisoners or if 
the prisons aré overcrowd- 4 
ed. Austin told a House Ap- 
propriations subcommit- 
tee, sentences should be 

djusted.” 

_| In his home state of Cali- 
fornia, he said, ‘We got 
tough on crime; we're now 
going bankrupt.” 

However, James Zagel, 
.director of the State De- 
partment of Law Enforce- 
ment, said: “No one in the 
state is questioning 
whether we haye to build 
new prisons, We have ‘to 
build them. The questions 
are how many and how 
quickly.” 

He said the state has 
taken the cost of increased 
sentence lengths into ac- 
count. Generally, he said, 
most law enforcement offi- 
cials ‘believe ‘persons con- 
victed. of most crimes, ex; 
cept perhaps for mis: 
demeanors, should serve. 
some time in prison, al- 
though not necessarily a 
long time. 

One of the plans the 
state has come up with to 
ease overcrowding is to ei-

Proposed group homé rejected | 


To the Editor: 

Mental Health Services, 
Southern Madison County, 
Inc., based in Granite City, 
was, recently denied a 
special use permit by the 
Edwardsville Zoning Board 
of Appeals to establish a 
group home for consumers in 
Edwardsville. 

The proposed site, located 
at 205 Myrtle St., Edward- 
sville, would have been an 
ideal location for individuals 
who desired assistance’ in 
achieving independent living 
skills. 

The reason the permit was 
denied to Mental Health 
Services was’ on the basis 
that the location did not meet 
space requirements for such 
a project as outlined by 
city’s zoning ordinance. 

According to regulations, 
any boarding or rooming 
house in an R-4 zoned area 
needs fifty, feet of frontage. 

Mental: Health Services 
had documents indicating 
that the property had a fifty- 
foot frontage. Despite this 
fact, the site was two-tenths 
of a foot short. It was a 
tremendous disappointment 
for a project that has been in 
the making for the past two 
years. 

Early in’ 1980, requests 
were brought to Mental 
Health Services from con- 
cerned parents who had or 
knew of individuals who had 
children and siblings ex- 
periencing .emotional 


problems. i 

Since the agency already 
has an established, 312-year- 
old résidential program, 
with |three, apartment junits 
located in Granite City, 
Mental Health Services was

In School District Nine, six 
days have been lost due to 
adverse weather—one day in 
January and five days in 
February—not counting the 
six emergency days that 


- were used up during the fall 


when teachers and board 
members could not agree on 
contract terms 

'. 4 new interpretation of the 
Illinois School Code says 
that, once the. emergency 
days are gone, the school 
days missed due to acts of 
God need not be made up by 
students. 

‘At least for the time being, 
there is still a “(green light’: 
for the full pre-Easter week 
to be a vacation time for 
students and faculty 
members. Only Good Friday 
in that week is an essential 
holiday under _ state 
regulations. 

A question posed by 
Secretary Robert Maxwell at 
last week’s Board of 
Education meeting is 
whether enough in- 
structional, material can be 
introduced with less than 180 
days of student attendance. 

The topic is expected to be 
discussed further at the 
March 2 board meetirfg. 

Superintendent B. J. Davis 
is uncertain what the ‘magic 
number’’ should be—the 
number of days that is an 
absoluté minimum for. the 
teaching of reading, writing,, 
arithmetic and other courses| 
each year. Some states) 
require as few as 170 and 
others as many as 190 days of 
classroom attendance, he 
noted, 

Maxwell and Board 
Member Thomas Miofsky 
both voiced “‘concern’’ about 
the snow-day outlook for the 
1981-82 school year, ,noting 
that still more weather could 
develop that would make it 
impossible to) conduct 
classes.

Our 
coal supply (the Irgest 
bituminous reserves in the 
country); our largest 
natural gas storage capacity 
(1.6 trillion cubic, feet), and 


our combined electrical” 


generating capacity of 40 
million kilowatts, place the 
state in an extremely strong 
position.”” 

Power availability and 
reliability will be a continued 
concern to industry during 
the 1980's, according to the 
Ady report, and another 
extremely important factor 
will be the availability of 
water. 

The Ady report notes that 
“groundwater is depleted 
along the Gulf coast from 
Texas through ' central 
Louisana and along (the 
Alabama and Mississippi 
Gulf.”” 

“On water availability,”” 
the governor. said, ‘Illinois’ 
answer is pretty simple. We 
have the largest, supply of 
potable water in the entire 
country.’” 

With respect to occupancy 
or financing costs and taxes, 
the governor said, Illinois 
stands tall beside other 
states or is well ahead. “For 
example, an Alexander 
Grant study expected to be 
published soon rates the 
state of Florida extremely 
high in these areas and gives 
low marks to Illinois. An 
item by item comparison 
between the two statés, 
however, suggests other- 
wise. The. bottom line is 
profit,’ the governor said; 
“and a Florida-Illinois 
comparison; of a typical 
manufacturing firm’s one- 
year profitibility rate in- 
dicates the firm would 
realize approximately the 
same profit. 

‘with all tax factors 
considered, including 
unemployment insurance 
and workers’ compensation, 
an Illinois firm with income 
of $1.6 million before taxes 
would ‘realize a profit of 
$810,000 after taxes. A firm 
in Florida would: realize a 
profit of $814,000, using the 
same formula, 

“However, if all available 
and scheduled Illinois 
financial incentives were 
applied‘ to thé formula, an 
Illinois firm would realize a 
profit of $933,000 on a before 
tax income of $1.6 million,” 
the governor said. 

In his report, Ady! also 
states, ‘‘Probably one of the 
best bargains for the in- 
dustrial site seeker in the 
U.S. at the present time is 
the level. of personal 
property tax levied against 
the corporation.” In Illinois, 
‘there is no personal property 
tax levied against cor- 
porations or individuals. 

“With.respect to the ‘hon- 
cost’ factors detailed in the 
Ady study,” the governor 
‘said, ‘Illinois again ranks 
extremely high.. Labor 
availability and reliability 
are assured. Labor attitude 
in Illinois can be sum- 
marized in oné word — 
partnership. My meéeting in 
the spring of 1981 at the 
Executive Mansion . with 
business and labor leaders to 


iron out workers’ com- 
pensation issues, which 
resulted in major agreed 
reforms, attests to that 
partnership: Similarly, 
labor’s enthusiastic | par- 
ticipation in the Iinois, Inc., 
program (an alliance of 
business, labor and govern- 
ment to achieve specific 
economic growth objectives) 
point to the fact that Illinois 
labor is forward-thinking 
and cooperative.” 

Both the Ady study and 
another study, ‘‘Location’ 
Decisions of Large Firms: 
Implications for Public 
Policy” by Roger W.| Sch- 
menner, associate professor 
at Duke University’s School 
of Business of 
Administratidn, report that 
physical assistance in plant 
Start-up is as important to 
firms ) as financing 
assistance. In fact, the Sch- 
menhner study rates such 
assistance as more im- 
portant than financing 
assistance. 

“For plant openings,”’ 
Schmenner reports, 
“physical help with (plant 
statt-up is valued more than. 

much-heralded financial 
cohsiderations.’’ | Ady 
reports, ‘The availability of 
grants, subsidies and in- 
du¢ements will be a major 
lodational factor during the 
next 10. years.”” 

Through DCCA, Illinois 
offérs a highly competitive 
range of start-up assistance 
in/concert with units of local 
gdvernment. Financial in- 
ducements in Illinois are 
equally competitive with 
other states. . 

“For example,” ‘Thomp- 
son said, “Illinois has the 
only computerized: file of 
industrial sites and buildings 
in the nation, That makes it 

possible for us to: match a 
firm’s site requirement with 
available sites and buildings 
quickly and precisely. A 
staff of industrial 
representatives in DCCA 
provides every type of site 
review and tour service. 

Communities throughout 
Illinois routinely offer in- 
terested firms land, access 
roads, utility hook-ups and 

{ther physical assistance at 
rlo charge. Other. types of 
physical assistance which 
Schmenner cites as im- 


portant — and which Illinois’ 


provides — include | labor 
training and assistance with 
environmental permits. 
Illinois financial in- 
ducements include a full 
‘tange of prudent incentives 
Such as industrial revenue 
bonds, ~ property | tax 
abatement, no personal 
corporate tax, and, as 
previously mentioned, in- 
dustrial training assistance. 
However Schmenner warns, 
‘*States and localities should 


- avoid being fiscally con- 


spicious. A fiscally con- 
servative state government 
is beneficial.” 

“Jilinois is the only in- 
dustrial state that has 
maintained its AAA bond 
rating,"’ the governor said, 
“and has a long-standing 
tradition of fiscal integrity. 
Certainly’ our revenues are 
down because of the national 
economic picture, but we 
have matched our spending 
policies with the realities of 
the times.”’ 

Both Ady and Schmenner 
report that the quality of life 
in a state is rated high 
among its attractice features 
to new firms. ‘For high 
technology industries 
especially,’ Schmenner 
reports, ‘thé most, fearsome 
competitive advantage it (a 
state) can wield is a happy 
and productive staff of 
engineers.” 

“The quality of life in 
Illinois is uniformly high,” 


the governor said, “‘with,a 
great cultural center such as 
Chicago and some of the 
greatest institutions of 
higher education in ‘the 
world Art gallaries, 
museums, recreational and 
cultural opportunities and 
magnificent natural beauty 
are standard features 
throughout Illinois. No in- 
dividual or consulting | firm 
could créditably report 
otherwise.” 

‘The Schmenner study also 
reports that access. to 
markets and raw materials 
are of prime importance to 
industry seeking to build new 
facilities. 

“Chicago is in the middle 
of the second largest) con- 
sumer market in| the 
nation,"’ the governor |said, 
‘and, again, the state’s 
transportation system 
clearly facilitates access to 
both raw .materials) and 
markets, ‘‘According to both 
the Ady and Schmenner 
reports,” he said, “‘Illinois is 
on the right track with 
respect to ‘government 
policies to attract new in- 
dustry in the future, and the 
IDRC ‘scoreboard’ 
demonstrates that) our 
record for the past’year is a 
good one. 

“Studies that suggest 
otherwise appear to have a 
built-in bias to Illinois and 
other highly-industrialized 
states,” the governor said. 
‘It is anticipated, for 
example, that Illinois* will 
get low marks from the 
forthcoming Alexander 
Grant study because of its 
higher manufacturing wage 
level. Naturally, less in- 
dustrialized states, such as 
many of those in the South, 
will receive higher marks in 
that respect. The Grant 
‘study also fails to, even 
consider factors the Ady and 
Schmienner| studies) rate 
extremely important, such 
as energy and water supplies 
and access to markets and 
raw materials. 

“We also’ anticipate that 
the Grant study will) place 
heavy emphasis on state and 
local taxes per capita, A far 
more reasonable analysis is 
one that measures such 
taxes as a percent of per 
capita income. Using that 
measurement, Illinois 
residents pay $1,084 (10.3 
percent) in state and local 
taxes on a per capita income 
of $10,521. U.S. per capita 
state and local taxes are $987 
(10.4 percent) \on pér capita 
income of $9,521" 

Nina Klarich, regional 
economist and vice- 
president of First National 
Bank of Chicago, said, “‘Past 
Alexander Grant studies 
have looked solely at the 
average ‘weekly manufac- 
turing wage, without regard 
to differences in the; com- 
‘position of the . manufac- 
turing base of various states. 
Thus, it is no accident that 
those states, such as Illinois, 
that have a high percentage 
of durable and capital goods 
manufacturing which are 
relatively high paying across 
the country are near the 
bottom of the list. This and 
the manner in which state 
and local taxes are ac- 
counted for figure im- 
portantly in Illinois’ ranking. 

“IT haven't seen the an- 
ticipated Alexander Grant 
study, but if its 
measurement techniques 
haven't ‘been. changed, I 
would find the study to be as 
imperfect a measurement of 
Illinois’ business climate as 
past studies.” - 

“The IDRC ‘scoreboard’ 
and the Ady and Schmenner 
studies reaffirm my con- 

clusion that Illinois is in a 


strong position to attract 
industry and that we must 
market its many advantages 
more aggressively than ever 
before," the governor said. 

“We. must build on the 
many positive aspects of our 
business climate and work 
together to eliminate any 
difficulties we face. We're 
taking our message to 
business leaders in Illinois 
and throughout the country; 
they’re listening and they’re 
résponding,”’ he concluded.

HOLLYWOOD — For 
nine years she was the 
world’s only known female 
cruise ship director, ‘the 
original Love Boat Lady, 
witnessing vignettes of. ro- 
mance. and! ddventure at 
the drop of an anchor.

They are, she says, “the 
secret toa happy life.

Saunders, as cruise di-, 


rector of an array of luxu- 
ry liners, used to greet visi- 
tors by saying, “This ship 
has very special loving vi- 
brations, and. you’re going 
to have a good time.” 

They usually did, provid- 
ing the author with more 
grist for the writing mill. 

She still takes a cruise 
now and-then, without the 
burdens of the 10-to-18- 
hour-per-day director’s re- 
sponsibilities. But her pri- 
mary interest is hypogly- 
cemia, a condition of low 
blood sugar. 

She -has.-co-written-a~ 
book on the subject (“Hypo-

‘ cruise is like no other va-~ 
estate; and glories in cation. You wouldn’t be- 


lieve the romances. And- 
for spouses it’s like a sec-. 
ond honeymoon.” a 

But for Saunders it was a 
job. A hard one. ; 

“I was so busy that I 
would explain to men not 
to waste their time with 
me,” she said. “There was 
no time to play. 

“I had to. put out a 
newsletter, give lectures; 
conduct, games — a little 
bit of everything — seven 
days a week, 11 months out 
of the year.” 

Two books — 
Boats” and “The Complete 
Guide to a Successful 
Cruise” — were spawned. 


And. Saunders” TV script. 


was adapted into a movie 
that developed into a series 
that has run for five years. 

All has not been clear 
sailing, however. 

Saunders has filed a $2.5
